Almost two thousands years ago, as 
the light was breaking around the walls 


of Jerusalem, there was great excitement. 


in a little garden just outside the city. 
Some soldiers were guarding a grave and 
strange things occurred. It seems that 
the soldiers had fallen asleep. This of 
course was ordered by the Lord. An angel 
descended from heaven, broke the Roman 
seal, and rolled the stone away. Jesus, the 
Crucified One, came forth. 


There were many sad hearts in and 
around the City of Jerusalem on account 
of the cruel crucifixion that had taken 
place on Friday before. No doubt the 
apostles and followers of Jesus had sat 
around their tents at home and talked 
about the cruel way they had treated our 
Savior, and with broken hearts they 
mourned over His death. Occasionally 
some one would say, “But he said He 
would rise again.” Then their sad hearts 
would think that “One who raised the 
dead, could He not have saved Himself? 
Could He not have driven back His per- 
secutors and crucifiers, and caused them 
to be stricken down? But we remember 
the words He said to Pilate, ‘For this 
cause came I into the world. For this 
cause was I born’.” It seems that their 
sad hearts could not bridge the chasm, 
grasp the great thought, and more fully 
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understand the real meaning of His 
death? 


There was a group of faithful women 
who decided to prepare some sweet spices 
and take them to His tomb on the morn- 
ing after the Sabbath and anoint His 
body. This was the only act of kindness 
that was left for them to do. As they 
walked toward the tomb at the break of 
day, one of them said, “Who shall roll 
us away the stone?” They remembered 
that the Romans had sealed the tomb and 
left soldiers to guard it. They knew the 
soldiers would not roll away the stone 
for they were hired to guard the tomb 
and see that the seal was not broken. 
When they reached the tomb, to their 
surprise, the stone had been rolled away. 
On examining the tomb, they found that 
Jesus was not there. The linen cloths 
were folded in a nlace to themselves and 
the napkin that was about His chin had 
been taken off and laid aside. An angel 
said unto them, “Fear not ye: for | 
know that ~e seek Tesus, which was cru- 
cified. He is not here: for he is risen, as 
he said. Come, see the place where the 
Lord lay.” Their grief-stricken hearts al- 
most burst with wonder and amazement. 
Two of them hurried back to tell the 
disciples but Mary lingered at the tomb. 


She met someone whom she supposed to 
be the gardener and she said unto him, 
“Sir, if thou hast borne him hence, tell 
me where thou hast laid him, and I will 


take him away.” Jesus said unto her, 


“Mary,” and she turned herself and said 
unto Him, “Rabboni,” which is to say, 
“Master.” 


When they had returned and made 
their report the disciples could hardly 
believe them; they thought it was as an 
idle tale, bur Peter and John ran together. 
John outran Peter and went into the 
sepulchre and found that Jesus was not 
there. That same day two of the com- 
pany went to Emmaus and as_ they 
walked by the way Jesus appeared unto 
them. As thev conversed about the hap- 
penings, Jesus reasoned with them out of 
the Scrivtures quoting many passages 
showing that it was right for the Son 
of man to be crucified. As the evening 
drew near they constrained Him to stop 
with them for the night, and as they 
broke bread at the evening meal their 
eyes were opened and they beheld Je- 
sus. They returned to Jerusalem and told 
the other disciples that they had seen the 
Lord. 

All over western lands from ocean to 
ocean, on mountain top and in valley, 
the people had gathered at Jerusalem for 
this great feast day. Thousands of them 
witnessed the crucifixion. They heard the 
details of the trials over and over again. 
It was the talk of all the companies 
round about Jerusalem. The priest told 
the story of how the lamb escaped dur-

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Yea Rather

“It is Christ that died, yea rather, that 
is risen again,’ Rom. 8:34. 

Today when modernists are placing 
Christ and His teachings on an equal 
basis with other outstanding teachers and 
philosophers of the ages, there arises this 
question, If Christ is equal with others, 
why is the Book that contains His story 
different from all others? Why are His 
teachings transforming the lives of thou- 
sands and why is His Church rapidly 
growing in the face of adversity? Why 
and how can Christ’s gospel supersede 
all else if there is not a basic difference? 

Students are comparing the life, work, 
and influence of Christ with that of 
others. Hammurabi, Plato, Confucious, 
Mohammed, and others, made a mark of 
lasting impression in the world. We do 
not seek to minify any noble principle 
they may have set forth. But we protest 
when their names are linked with that 
of our Christ. 

Do you again ask, Why the differ- 
ence? We find the answer introduced by 
the words “yea rather.” Oh, it seems 
upon reading the above passage from the 
inspired text that the words “yea rather” 
are like a floodgate that opens up into 
the souls of the adherents a sluice of God- 
given lifeflow that surges on into the 
perfection of the eternal. 

A newspaper editor upon completing 
a world tour and observing various re- 
ligions, said, “All religions of the world 
are dead and they died when their found- 
er died, but Christianity is alive and it 
is alive because its founder is alive.” 
Praise be to Him who died, YEA 
RATHER to Him who is alive forever- 
more. 

IT IS CHRIST THAT DIED 

Had the story of the Galilean carpen- 
ter ended with the tragedy of the cross, 
His name probably would not have risen 
above that of other noteworthy ones. 
The picture of the cross apparently cli- 
maxed a life of defeat. The masses had 
long since left off following and Jesus 
pathetically said to the twelve, “Will ye 
also go away?” One bosom companion 
had turned traitor, His staunchest sup- 
porter had denied Him, and the others 
had shrunk back into the shadows. A 
few disciples with several women (among 
whom was Mary the mother of Jesus) 
stood near to gaze and grieve at the 
sight of the supree sacrifice. Suspended 
on a rugged cross, tortured by pangs of 
torn flesh in hands and feet and thorn- 
pierced brow and laden with your sins 
and mine, He featured as the central 
figure in a Roman crucifixion. As literal 
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and spiritual darkness canopied the scene, 
this was to God the price of redemption 
for a lost people; to the disciples it was 
blasted hope; to the wicked Jews it was 
vengeance; to the Satanic host it was 
fiendish victory; but to an unknowing 
world it all spelled defeat, 

There our Christ, our Lord, our Sav- 
ior, our King died, yes, He died even as 
other founders of religions have died. All 
look back to the death of their founder 
with a degree of solemnity and _ rever- 
ence, and we Christians often commemo- 
rate our Lord’s death in observing the 
sacred supper which He instituted and 
the deepest affections are brought into 
play in response to the unsurpassed love 
that was manifest on Calvary. Yes, we 
revere, we honor, we respect, and we 
glory in the death of our founder, BUT 
RATHER in that He rose again. 

YEA RATHER, THAT IS RISEN 

AGAIN 


The comparative degree “rather” takes 
us beyond the gloom, shadows, despon- 
dency, and sadness of the cross. The cross 
does not end the story of Christ. YEA 
RATHER brings us to Easter morning 
when Jesus could no longer be holden by 
the powers of death for He had subse- 
quently won the victory over death, hell, 
and the grave. Many of the bodies of the 
saints which slept had arisen and been 
seen in the streets of Jerusalem. The an- 
gels at the tomb had proclaimed, “‘He is 
not here, He is risen.” Mary had seen 
Him alive. Many afterwards witnessed 
Him. 

The dawn of that morn was the bring- 
ing forth of a better hope attested by 
Christ’s death and_ resurrection, a reju- 
venation of the hope that had _ been 
placed in the hearts of Christ’s disciples, 
not a hope of a temporal kingdom but of 
a spiritual one, propelled by a dispensa- 
tion of grace and governed by the law 
of love. 

Without Christ’s resurrection our re- 
ligion would be in vain as_ is every re- 
ligion whose founder is dead. We would 
yet be in our sins. We would die with- 
out hope as do the beasts of the fields. 
Without the hope of the resurrection we 
might as well join the pleasure-seeking 
Epicureans and eat and drink today for 
tomorrow we die. Christ’s resurrection 
establishes a hope for all the saints, who 
have died in the faith by becoming the 
first fruits of them who sleep. The resur- 
rection of Christ effected a provision that 
brought into the lives of the believers 
the quickening power of the gospel with 
all of its fervor and zeal to communicate 
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to a needy world the word of reconcilia- 
tion. 

Grasp the scope the gospel has reached 
which first was preached by a few ig- 
norant fishermen. The growth of civili- 
zation is in debt to the principles set forth 
by Christ, Churches, schools, and charit- 
able institutions are founded for His 
glory. Freedom and liberty are planks of 
His platform. Thousands have acknowl- 
edged Him as their Savior and other 
thousands in the darkness of heathenism 
and modernism plead to hear the full 
story, not of a man who is dead and 
whose tomb is a memorial, but of One 
who is alive and whose tomb is an un- 
certainty. 

In a convention a few years ago I 
heard a minister tell of his visit to Jeru- 
salem and his tour to the tombs where 
the Lord was supposed to have been laid. 
There were some three or four and at 
each one there were those who vowed 
that it was the place of the Lord’s burial. 
Then he came to the last one and as he 
waited he meditated thus, “How can I 
know where my Lord really lay?” The 
thought came, ““What difference does it 
make so long as I know they are EVERY 
ONE EMPTY?”

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THE RESURRECTION 

Psa. 16:9, 10, “Therefore my heart is 
glad, and my glory rejoiceth: my flesh 
also shall rest in hope. For thou wilt not 
leave my soul im hell; neither will thou 
suffer thine Holy One to see corruption.” 

David here refers to the resurrection 
of Christ and the Hebrew word here for 
hell is the same as the Greek word that is 
used by Peter in 1 Peter 3:19 where Je- 
sus went and preached to the spirits in 
prison. The Psalmist beholding His deliv- 
erance and the deliverance He brought 
to the captives or antediluvians, is prais- 
ing the Lord for the hope of the resur- 
rection. In Psa. 17:15 He said, As for me, 
I will behold his face in righteousness: I 
shall be satisfied, when I awake, with thy 
likeness.” Here David refers again to the 
resurrection and has hope that he will 
see Him. 

Hos. 13:14, “I will ransom them from 
the power of the grave; I will redeem 
them from death. O death, I will be thy 
plagues; O grave, I will be thy destruc- 
tion: repentance shall be hid from mine 
eyes.” Here Hosea the prophet is prophe- 
sying concerning the resurrection and his 
expressions prove that he had the vic- 
tory over the grave and was established in 
the hopes of the resurrection. Christ in 
His glorious resurrection destroyed the 
fear of the grave and brought forth those 
who died in the faith. 

Matt, 24:31, ‘And he shall send his 
angels with a great sound of a trumpet, 
and they shall gather together his elect 
from the four winds, from one end of 
heaven to the other.” Matthew is writ- 
ing concerning the resurrection, telling 
how Jesus will gather His saints, not on- 
ly from the grave but from all over the 
earth. Yes, there will be a time when ev- 
ery child of God who has met the condi- 
tions and has that that will give him a 
part in the resurrection, will come forth, 
and it doesn’t make any difference in 
what country they have died or what 


country they live in at His coming, they 
will be gathered together and _ trium- 
phantly go with Christ into His glorious 
kingdom. 

Matt. 27:52, “And the graves were 
opened; and many bodies of the saints 
which slept arose.” If you notice, these 
are saints and in the dispensation in which 
they lived they had made that pre- 
paration that gave them a part in the 
first resurrection and Jesus brought them 
forth when He arose and took them up 
to Paradise. No redeemed souls had gone 
into the paradisaical heavens up to this 
time. They had gone down on the para- 
disaical side where Lazarus went when he 
died, and were there with Abraham. Now 
Jesus brings them out and resurrects their 
bodies. Their resemblance was so much 
like their natural body when they lived 
until the people knew them and when 
Christ went up to Paradise, which means 
a flower garden, the place of rest for the 
souls of the redeemed, He took them with 
Him. 

1 Cor. 6:14, ‘And God hath both 
raised up the Lord, and will also raise us 
up by his own power.” This proves that 
God is the author of the resurrection. It 
is by His own power that Jesus was 
raised from the dead and it will be by 
God’s power that we are raised and 
brought forth. This will take place at the 
rapture and only those who have made 
this preparation may come forth at this 
resurrection. “Blessed and holy is he that 
hath part in the first resurrection: on 
such the second death hath no power, but 
they shall be priests of God and of Christ, 
and shall reign with him a thousand 
years.” 


The resurrection is one of the most 
glorious hopes of the Christian. You take 
from the Christian his hope of this glori- 
ous time and there will be nothing left 
for him. The powers of darkness are 
crowding in on every hand and we are 
not looking for the government under 
which we live to give relief from this aw- 
ful time, but we are looking for Jesus to 
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come back and give us complete deliv- 
erance, It seems strange that every Chris- 
tian will not believe the wonderful truths 
and put forth greater efforts to obtain 
the experience that will give them abun- 
dant entrance into this glorious resur- 
rection. All of our sorrows will be for- 
gotten, all our trials will be over. None of 
us will ever get to where we are not 
tempted in this life, but he that over- 
cometh shall inherit all things.

Somehow as the Easter which so vivid- 
ly reminds us of the glorious resurrection 
of our Lord, King and Conqueror, draws 
near, there is something down in my soul 
thar seems to burst forth with His praise.

It is not merely the repentant 
sinner that must find the cross, but the 
cross of Jesus is the signal for every step 
in the Christian’s life. The cross is the 
center about which all of our service and 
ministry moves. Let us never lose sight 
of the cross. 

2. Let us not forget our responsibility 
to God. In everything we are responsible 
to Him. His eye is ever upon us. We are 
purchased for His service and owe all to 
Him. Of every thought, word, and act, 
we shall give account to Him at that 
day. 

3. And by all means, let us remember 
that in everything we believe, possess, 
teach, or practice, to live the Christ life 
is the most important thing set before us. 
The Lord is more interested in what we 
are than He is in what we can do, To be 
like Christ in your spirit and in your 
ways and in your works is the plane on 
which it pleases Him to have you walk. 

4. If we grow in grace and in the 
things of the Lord, there will be an out- 
ward and inward evidence of that 
growth. We will have more love, more 
patience, more kindness, and more faith, 
and we will have a better testimony and 
there will be more real peace and satis- 
faction in serving God, as well as more 
strength to work for the Lord and to 
stand firm and true in all of the tests of 
life. 

5. And I would have you remember 
that one of Satan’s dangerous pitfalls is 
formality. It is easy to let up in your 
heart devotions and become weak and in- 
effective, and even while you keep up the 
form of prayer and outward profession, 
be regular with your Bible reading and 


private prayer and family prayer, and 
read good sound literature, and by all 
means attend regularly the public 


services, preaching, Sunday School, and all 


prayer meetings. Do your best to keep 
the fires burning all the time upon the 
altar of your heart. It seems today that a 
great portion of professed Christians are 
backslidden in heart. Remember that past 
experiences will not meet the present 
need. You must have a renewal of God’s 
grace day by day. 

6. And remember Jesus’ coming may 
be any day. We should be ready every 
moment. We have perhaps had all the 
warnings we will have—the Word, the 
Spirit, the testimonies of God’s saints, 
signs fulfilled, and fulfilling all about us. 
Let us be satisfied with nothing short of 
God’s best, and that will prepare us for 
any emergency. Amen.

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MISSIONARY ACTIVITIES 


IN THE HOLY LAND 
By RaLpH E. BANEY 
(Continued ) 

Besides the work in Jerusalem I have 
been preaching in the small villages. God 
has blessed my efforts. When the winter 
rains began last month I thought we 
would not be able to continue our serv- 
ices. The old building in which we had 
the services was wet and cold. However, 
at the regular time I took my instrument 
and started through the rain for the vil- 
lage. After riding three different ‘so- 
called’ buses, carrying my sixty pound 
instrument for a very long distance, wad- 
ing through creeks and mud holes, I fin- 
ally reached my village. To be sure, a 
very happy surprise awaited me, for I 
found the building packed full of men 
and women who had come for miles 
around through the cold and rain and 
had been waiting hours for me to come 
and preach to them. Although I was wet 
and cold, it was my most blessed meeting 
since arriving in Palestine. Never has the 
Spirit or God been so real to me in giving 
out His Word. 

The people were sitting in their east- 
ern fashion. The women and girls were 
wearing long strings of metal beads which 
were swung around their heads. Each of 
them was wearing at least a half dozen 
dresses or shawls all of which were dec- 
orated with designs of animals, birds, 
and flowers of many colors, Their feet 
were bare. From beneath all of these 
shawls showed olive colored faces. Some 
of these were beautiful and tender; others 
were hard and rough. 

The men sat together in one side of 
the house while the women and children 
sat in the other. The men were dressed in 
their long ‘night-gown’ robes which 
stopped little short of their feet. All the 
men were hard and rough looking. Many 
of the men as well as the women and 
children were partly or completely blind. 
All of them revealed by their faces and 
expressions their hungriness. for the sav- 
ing gospel of Christ. 

At the close of this particular service 
my heart was made to rejoice to find 
that seven of these poor people were ready 
to accept Christ. It was a very touching 
scene when in prayer they knelt, pray- 
ing in their ancient language that God 
would forgive them of sins and make 
Christ to them what He had become to 
the missionaries. Before I had even asked 
for prayer, one young man spoke out and 
said he had come there to find the Christ 


that I had been preaching about. 

Words fail to express the joy that 
filled the hearts of these people. Their 
faces began shining with new light; the 
light of Christ had come into their lives. 
When I started to leave, both the wom- 
en and the men followed me for a dis- 
tance shaking and holding my hand 
while telling me over and over again of 
the joy in their hearts and how happy 
they were that I had come to them with 
the gospel of Christ. It was real. Their 
faces proved it. As the shadows of night 
were falling, I bade them good-bye until 
I could come again. And as I passed over 
the hill on my way back to Jerusalem 
I could still hear their pleading words, 
“Please come back again and preach to 
us.”” Indeed, the experience of this one 
meeting alone is enough to reward me 
for the sacrifice I have made in leaving 
home and loved ones to preach Christ to 
these poor people, 


THE CALL OF BETHLEHEM 


It has been a profound privilege for 
me to have a humble part in missionary 
work in the City of Bethlehem, Of all 
places in Palestine, one might think that 
Bethlehem, where the glorious stoop of 
condescension was made, would be the 
least in need of missionaries. Sad but 
true, regardless of the many pagan (so- 
called Christian) priests which parade 
her streets with ceremonial embroidered 
hangings, holy faces, and swinging 
crosses, Bethlehem is without the Christ 
which was born in her manger two thou- 
sand years ago. Inside her pagan churches 
one smells the pungent odor of incense. 
The air is heavy with candle smoke. The 
droning of the priests carrying out their 
ritual can be heard at all hours. While on 
the outside are thousands of poor lost 
souls with no one to tell them the com- 
forting and saving words of Christ. 

It is interesting to notice what signif- 
icance and meaning is attached to the 
word “Christian” in this country. It 
means anything but what it did in Acts 
when the discivles were “first called 
Christians in Antioch.” All official rec- 
ords here divide the entire population in- 
to three groups—Mohammedans, Jews, 
and Christians. We know who the Mo- 
hammedans are, and the Jews make it 
plain who they are, and ALL THE REST 
are officiallv classified as Christians! For 
instance, a man was killed the other 
night. It was known that he was not a 
Mohammedan and evident that he was 
not a Jew, therefore, the report is that 
a “Christian was killed.” In this land a 
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Christian is a person who is not a, Mo- 
hammedan or Jew. 

When we approach a person here about 
becoming a Christian it is usually neces- 
sary to exnlain that we do not mean 
“Christian” as they think of it. As I 
study the situation I try to determine 
what is the greatest hindrance to the 
furtherance of the ~ure gospel among 
these -eople. At first I was prone to 
think that it was the presence of Moham- 
medanism, with all the implications of 
a religion based on the sword and re- 
lease of restraint in the realm of lustful 
indulgence. Then I thought for some 
time that it would be the prevalence of 
Judaism with its century-old refusal to 
see in Jesus Christ their promised Mes- 
siah. But gradually has come this con- 
viction: That the chief hindrance to 
preaching the gospel here will be the type 
of Christianity that these people already 
know about and ee prevalent here. 

This in general is the situation which 
brings to our minds the immediate need 
of true Christian missions in this coun- 
try. Surelv we are responsible for sending 
the message of salvation to Jerusalem, 
Judea, and Samaria, as well as unto the 
uttermost parts of the world. 

CHRISTMAS IN BETHLEHEM 

Fortunately, I was able to spend some 
time in Bethlehem this winter. I found 
many people ready for the gospel. Apart 
from one small mission clinic with a 
verv elderly missionarv nurse in charge, 
there is not a real testimony of Christ in 
the Citv. On the night before Christmas 
I made arrangements for a special meet- 
ing for young men. The meeting was 
held in a small hall, but was verv well 
attended. Indeed, it was the greatest of 
privileges to play the gospel songs in the 
streets of Bethlehem, and preach the 
story of Jesus on the night before Christ- 
mas. I spoke on the subject “Christ, The 
Desire of all Nations” and when I had 
finished I asked for questions. I was 
greatly surprised in finding such an in- 
terest and desire in the hearts of these 
young men for the truth of God. They 
were verv appreciative of my coming and 
showed such interest that we made ar- 
rangements to have other special meet- 
ings. 

In answer to my prayers I have been 
able to get some native Christian work- 
ers to help me. I have one splendid young 
man who is now taking charge of the 
meetings at Bethlehem and will soon be 
making missionary tours with me to the 
many other villages that remain un- 
touched with the gospel message. In 
many of these villages there are thou- 
sands of souls who have never heard the 
Word of God. It seems that most of the 
missionaries are working in the larger 
villages and cities. Thus, I believe one of

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Bible Training School 


The Commercial Department of B. T. 
S. has just completed its seventh success- 
ful year. The first class was composed of 
twelve students from eight states, and re- 
cited in the room with Brother McCoy’s 
music students. The typing rhythm was 
so good that the Music Department had 
no need for a metronome. At the begin- 
ning of this year, the typing class was 
performing with such perfect rhythm 
that Brother Walker came upstairs to see 
what was making that “regular tap, tap, 
tap, tap” on the ceiling of his classroom. 

The Commercial Department stresses 
rhythm and accuracy and does not drive 
for speed as hard as most commercial 
schools do. The Ayre School of Business 
is operated at B. T. S. by the head of the 
Commercial Department. The students of 
this school have made excellent reputa- 
tions for thoroughness and accuracy in 
the business offices where they work. One 
man stated that they were the most ac- 
curate clerks he had worked who were 
right out of business school; and he had 
employed graduates of business schools in 
Chicago, Cincinnati, Louisville, Chatta- 
nooga, and Knoxville. Students in The 
Ayre School of Business pay $10.00, 
$12.00 and $15.00 per month for the 
same training that Bible Training School 
students get for $6.00, $7.00 and $8.00. 

Students are given individual attention 
as well as group instruction and _ their 
their work is graded each day. If, for any 
good reason, students fall down in their 
grades one day, they are permitted to do 
extra work the next day in order to 
bring up the daily average and _ thus 
“balance the budget” of the grades. 

The commercial class this year is made 
up of five girls and two boys as follows: 
Ava Nell Baxter, Calhoun, Ga.; Myrtle 
Helms, Kannapolis, N. C.; Madelyn 
Lewis, Toledo, Ohio; Mary Lou Pyeatt, 
Jal, New Mexico; Frances Liddle and

George Barker, St. Charles, Penn. The 
present class is ore of the smallest the 
department has enrolled, burt it has done 
the best work of any class as a whole. 
Any person who procures six or more 
NEW students for B. T. S, will be given 
their tuition for one term in the Com- 
mercial Department. Simply ask each stu- 
dent you get to give you a written state- 
ment that you were instrumental in in- 
fluencing them to come to Bible School. 
Give six of these to the head of the Com- 
mercial Department when the . school 
opens in October and you will be pre- 
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sented with a receipt for six - months’ 
tuition. Persons who obtain five NEW 
students will be given one-half of their 
tuition in this department; but no dis- 
count will be given for getting less than 
five students.

BILTMORE, N. C.—Dear readers and 
loved ones, no words can express how 
happy I am to be in the Church of God 
where I am getting my soul fed and 
where we have unity, love and close fel- 
lowship with one another in the beauty 
of holiness. I love the Church of God be- 
cause it bears the name of the One who 
died on Calvary’s cross for us. I love the 
Church of God because it stands against 
all uncleanness, and above all you can tell 
the sheep from the goats in the Church 
of God.

ing the earthquake when the veil in the 
temple had rent. Men’s hearts were beat- 
ing fast and no doubt thousands reai- 
ized the awful mistake the authorities 
had made in crucifying one so great. All 
over the hillsides outside the walls of Je- 
rusalem, were the graves where the 
bodies of great prophets had been buried. 
Tombs were hurled from their places, 
rocks were shaken from the mountain- 
side, and marks of violence were seen in 
most every place from the shaking of the 
earth on the evening of the crucifixion. 
A black cloud had covered the sun, that 
brought darkness over the earth. The 
people had not forgotten that time and 
the great excitement and now the report 
goes out that He is risen from the dead. 
They could hardly believe it. 

It is important for us to fix in our 
minds the fact that God had wrought 
all these things to make clear in the 
minds of the people for all generations to 
come that Jesus had risen from the dead 
and become the firstfruits of them that 
slept. It is said that the campers were a 
mile deep all around the walls of Jeru- 
salem and of course everybody was ex- 
cited and much was being said about the 
man wo had been able to feed the mul- 
titudes, raise the dead, and open the eyes 
of the blind. 

The first fact of the resurrection is the 
death of Christ. They pronounced that 
He was dead, took Him down, | sealed 
Him in the tomb, and told the soldiers 
to guard the grave. It seems that God 
had arranged for the trial and crucifixion 
through the Jews’ appeal to the Roman 
authorities. This was a matter of record 
that could not be denied. Then His re- 
surrection witnessed by so many people, 
was unquestionable. The thousands who 
were there at the feast no doubt visited 
that empty tomb and heard the story of 
the risen Christ. The upheavel in the 
earth and the veil of the temple being 
rent all proved beyond all doubt that 
Christ had risen. Christ’s death was not 
a private one. Neither was His resurrec- 
tion done secretly but openly and an- 
nounced by the angels. 

The tomb could not hold our Christ. 
He had power to come forth. What a 
thrill of joy must have filled those fol- 
lowers of His as they looked into — the 
empty tomb and then turned to the hill- 
sides and saw the upheavel of the earth. 
It is said in Matt. 27:52, 53, that the 
graves were opened and the bodies of the 
saints which slept arose and came out 
of the graves at His resurrection, and 
went into the holy city and appeared un- 
to many. What a great time of rejoicing 
this must have been for that great com- 
pany of beleivers who greeted their loved 
ones again. The great fact of the resur- 
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rection should fill us. with gladness for 
some day we will meet our loved ones 
again and all sorrow and trouble in this 
world will be over and we will go to 
live with Him forever. It is glorious to 
see the people in their new Easter dress 
and the flowers and greetings that come 
to loved ones from friends. All this is in 
token of the fact that He has risen. He 
has become our joy and our peace and is 
the hope of our eternal life. Those who 
have been born again have felt His pow- 
er and this is proof that He arose from 
the dead. 

As we keep this Easter day in remem- 
brance of our risen Lord, may the glory 
and praise of Him who gave Himself for 
a lost world thrill every heart and keep 
us by His mighty power.

the greatest fields for mission work in 
this land is in the villages, and among 
the large Bedouin tribes. It is into this 
field that I am now entering. I am tak- 
ing a young native Christian man with 
me and bv foot and on camels we will 
endeavor to reach these untouched tribes 
with the gospel, preaching and distribut- 
ing Bibles among them. 

BROADCASTING THE GOSPEL IN 

JERUSALEM 

It is not without praise to God that 
I here mention the experience and con- 
tacts which have been mine because of 
my music. I often have opportunity to 
witness for Christ in playing and sing- 
ing gospel songs among both the Jews 
and the Arabs. Playing my instrument 
has given me splendid opportunity to en- 
ter doors which otherwise would have 
been closed. 

Truly, I am most thankful for the 
privilege I have had to play gospel songs 
over the Jerusalem Broadcasting Station. 
By the goodness of God, I was given fav- 
or with broadcasting officials, and am 
among the first to broadcast religious 
songs in Palestine. I was granted the 
privilege of broadcasting on the evening 
of the Jewish Sabbath. I cannot express 
my thanksgiving to God for this mar- 
velous opportunity. To be able to broad- 
cast gospel songs for the glory of Christ 
in this land has indeed filled my soul with 
the greatest of joy and praise to God. I 
count this one of the greatest missionary 
experiences and victories of my whole 
life. 

Indeed, missionary work in this coun- 
try is full of challenge and interesting 
experiences, Time will not permit me to 
speak of all the many interesting things 
about my work and about rhe country 
itself. The task of missionary work ap- 
pears just as difficult and black as I had 
thought for, but I am thankful that there 
is ever with me the same conviction that 
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“love will win and truth will triumph 
ultimately.” The great need of this field 
is more challenging than I had dared to 
imagine. I have already seen the possi- 
bility of great persecution and suffering 
but I have no fear of these; I fear only 
one thing, and that is that the tempter 
may keep me from paying the price ne- 


cessary to become the missionary this 
corner of God’s vineyard needs. 
Notwithstanding all the persecution, 


suffering and cost, I am praising God 
daily that I have been counted worthy 
to become the missionary and representa- 
tive of The Church of God in this land. 
I feel that the Church is now entering 
upon a strategic missionary opportunity 
to win many in Israel to Christ. There- 
fore, I trust there will be a chain of 
prayers reaching the throne of God daily 
for this needy field of lost souls. 

While living among these children of 
Israel daily, walking in the footsteps of 
Christ in the garden, and while looking 
over this city as He did from the Mount 
of Olives, there is ever with me this 
glorious thought: “God forgeteth not 
His o-vn.” Even if Israel has forgotten 
and turned away from God, He cannot 
forget her, for He has need of her for 
His designs of love. High in His heaven, 
amid those worlds which obey Him, He 
fol:ows with a pitiful eye every step ot 
this ungrateful people which turns from 
Him. He beholds her tired, wandering 
in the wideness of the world, and dash- 
ing her wounded feet against all the 
stones of the road. He beholds her turn- 
ing her head backwards toward the pa- 
ternal roof. He awaits her as the father 
awaited the prodigal son, ready to 
stretch out His arms to welcome her re- 
turning to Him. 

Go, then and bend your knee to pray 
For Israel’s ancient race;
